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HOOVER ORDERS STIMSON 10 
STICK TO ECONOMIC ISSUES 


Phones Secretary Not to Become Involved in 
Political End of Powers’ London Meeting; 
Asks Dawes to Hurry Back to Post. 


By the Associated Press. 


dent Hoover has formally instruct- 
ted Secretary Stimson to confine 
active American participation in the 
London conference of ministers to 
economic issues. 


The chief executive's instructions 
were cabled to the secretary in 
Paris, preparatory for his leaving 
for London to take part in the 
conference. They followed a series 
of trans-Atlantic telephonic conver- 

ons direct between the President 
apd Mr. Stimson. : 

It was said on high authority 
today that during the last few days 
the President himself had been 
taking part in the trans-Atlantic 
calls between the White House and 
American representatives abroad. 

During his talks with the rank- 
ing Cabinet member, the policy 
which the United States would fol- 
low at the Premiers’ conference 
was discussed. 

The instructions limiting Amer- 
ican participation to economic is- 
sues and precluding active injection 
of the United States into political 
issues were said by a high adminis- 
tration authority today to be in 
line with a specific policy adopted 
for the present situation, as well as 
in line with a general American 


policy to keep the United States 
separate from European political 
involvements. 


Mr. Hoover today asked Ambas- 
sador Dawes to speed his return to 
his London post and assist Secre- 
tarles Stimson and Mellon at the 
Ministers“ conferences. Acting Sec- 
retary Castle of the State Depart- 
ment said the President had asked 
the Ambassador to hurry back to 
London. Dawes is in Chicago and 
will sail July 22 on the Mauretania. 

It was strongly intimated that 
if the present French attitude as to 
political angles was followed at the 
London meeting, it would be re- 
jected by the United States. 

Unofficial reports of the French 
attitude, of which there was no 
confirmation in official circles, enu- 
merated three points. These were 
a French demand for Germany to 
maintain over a 10-year period the 
present status of her military bud- 
get, maintenance of the political 
status quo for a 10-year period, a 
customs guarantee for a $500,000,- 
000 loan to Germany to be taken 
up by the other interested Govern- 
ments or guaranteed by them. 

Acting Secretary Castle said Sec- 
retary Stimson had mentioned the 
figure of $500,000,000 as that of the 
loan projected under the French 
plan,

ONE KILLED SEVERAL HURT 
BY EARTHQUAKE IN ECUADOR 


Most of Buildings in Latacunga 
Damaged But Few Are De- 
stroyed; Troops Maintain Order, 
By the Associated Press. 

QUITO, Ecuador, July 17.—Pres- 
ident Ayora, returning this evening 
from a visit to Latacunga which 
was shaken by an earthquake last 
night, said most of the buildings 
in the city had been damaged, but 
only the smallest houses were de- 
stroyed. 

One person was killed and sev- 
eral were injured. Most of the 
panic-stricken populace remained 
in the fields last night, but went 
back to their homes this morning. 

Police were reinforced by troops 
in the business center but most of 
the stores were open today. The 
population of Latacunga is about 
10,000. 


MEXICO CITY, July 17.— Dis- 
patches to the newspaper Excelsior 
from. Aozyu today said several 
houses there were demolished by a 
slight earthquake early this morn- 
ing. The shock was felt here, but 
there was no damage. 

Word from Santiago Textitlan, in 
the State of Oaxaca, today said nine 
bodies had been recovered from 
the marsh which was left when an 
earthquake swallowed La Ferreria 
Hill recently. It is thought several 
other persons were trapped there.

Woman Obtains Award in Court in 
Suit Charging Theater With

LONDON, July 17.—Miss Millie 
Orpen, designated as a “common 
informer” under the law today ob- 
tained a judgment of $15,000 in 
her suit against the Capitol Thea- 
ter for violation of the 
closing law. 

The award was made under the 
1781 blue law which provides that 
any one may sue a theater which 
is operated on Sunday. The action 
is one of several in which propo- 
nents of the Sunday law have sued 
several theaters for an aggregate 
of hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars.

DEPUTY 1S KILLED, 
3 ROBBERS CAUGHT 
NEAR BUCKLEY, ILL. 


Officers After Three-Hour 
Chase Capture Men Who 
Held Up Bank—Recover 
$5200 Loot.

BUCKLEY, III., July 17.—Three 
hours after they robbed the Buck- 
ley State Bank of $5200 and killed 
a Deputy Sheriff today, three rob- 
bers had been captured, the money 
recovered and officials of several 
counties were searching for a 
fourth man. 

The men wrecked their automo- 
bile and were seriously injured as 
they fled, One headed for a near- 
by corn field but the other three 
stopped a Sheldon, III., automobile 
dealer and kept on northward in 
his car, abandoning the money 
during a fight with pursuing depu- 
ties and a posse of citizens. Depu- 
ty Sheriff Henry Ennen was killed 
during the fight. 

State Highway Policeman O. L. 
Thompson chased the escaping men 
Two of them 
were caught near Piper City. 

The man caught in the corn- 
field, who was shot in the head and 
cut in the automobile crash, said 
he was Harry Smith of St. Louis. 
Sheriff's officers said it was he who 
shot Ennen while lying on the 
road after Ennen had shot him. 
He was treated in a Buckley phy- 
sician’s office and taken to jail at 
Watseka. 

The burglar alarm sounded by 
Miss Margarct Singleton and Miss 
Leoah Stroup, clerks in the bank, 
summoned Ennen from his res- 
taurant nearby. Mrs. Pearl Ennen 
and her brother-in-law, Clarence 
Smith, chased the robbers. 

The robbers wrecked the second 
car near Piper City, and took to 
the fields. A farmer who offered 
to help them start their car fright- 
ened them into flight. 

Constable Fred H. Kennetz of 
Piper City and his brother George, 
the town guard, together with 100 
citizens began the search for them. 


CANADIAN POWER FIRM GAVE

OTTAWA, Ontario, July 17.— 
R. O. Sweezey testified today be- 
fore a parliamentary committee 
that he and his Beauharnois Pow- 
er Co. had _ contributed large 
amounts to «campaign funds of 
both federal parties as well as 
the Conservative and Liberal par- 
ties of Ontario and Quebec.

ATLANTIC FLYERS 
GET $10,000 PRZE 
HALED INHUNGARY 


Magyar and Endres Re- 
ceived by Cabinet After 
Forced Landing in Field 
Near Budapest. 


AVIATORS TELL 
OF 3-HOUR STORM 


Hardly Saw Ocean Due to 
Fog—Plan to Return to 
U. S. Through Africa and 
South America. 


By the Associated Press, 
BUDAPEST, Hungary, July 17.— 


Focusing the world’s attention on 
their native land with the first 
trans-Atlantic flight from the Unit- 
ed States to Hungary, Alexander 
Magyar and George Endres today 
received the tribute of their coun- 
trymen. 

Magyar and Endres are to re- 
ceive the Lord Rothermere prize 
of $10,000. The British publisher 
today telegraphed congratulations 
from Baden-Baden and sent an- 
other wire to Premier Bethlen ask - 
ing him to give the flyers the 310, 
000 check he posted for the first 
flight from the United States to 
Hungary. The Premier said the 
check would be presented with 
appropriate ceremony. 

The flyers landed the monoplane 
Justice-for-Hungary near the vil- 


lage of Bicske, 14 miles from Buda- 
pest, at 7:40 o’clock (12:40 p. m. 
St. Louis time) last night, missing 
their goal by the scantiest of mar- 
gins because their fuel ran out. 
They had flown 3239 miles from 
Harbor Grace, N. F., in 26 hours 
and 22 minutes since Wednesday 
noon after a short hop from Roose- 
velt Field, N. Y., on Monday. 

The plane made a forced land- 
ing in a field near a railroad track, 
the propeller and one wing being 
damaged. The flyers crawled out 
and telephoned to Matyasfold Air- 
drome. Another plane brought 
them to the city. 

Received by Cabinet. 

A crowd had waited to receive 
them but thousands had gone home 
in despair. The men were taken 
first to the home of Premier Beth- 
len, where he and members of the 
Cabinet felicitated them. 

Later, over tankards of beer, they 
told how diminishing gasoline over 
land and heavy storms over water 
had made their feat a hazardous 
one. 

“We hardly saw anything of the 
ocean during the trip.“ they said. 
“It was wrapped in dense blankets 
of fog. We were overtaken by a 
severe storm toward midnight last 
night. The storm lasted three hours 
and shook the plane very badly. 

“When we first reached Hun- 
garian territory our fuel had nearly 
given out and in the neighborhood 
of Bicske we could not keep the 
motor running any longer and 
were forced to come down. It was 
asad decision we had to make be- 
fore landing but there was nothing 
else for it.“ 


The flyers had intended to land 
their ship in a roadway when their 
fuel ran out, but just as they were 
about to land Endres, who was pi- 
loting, saw two farm carts in the 
road and had to swing the ship 
over into an open field. The pro- 
peller struck the ground and one 
of the wings was damaged, but the 
flyers were unhurt. During the 
night farmers covered the ship 
with flowers and a guard was 
mounted to keep off souvenir hunt- 
ers. 

Magyar said he was glad to be 
home again, but he considered his 
cOmpanion more fortunate because 
he had a wife and children wait- 
ing for him. Both were in the 
Hungarian air force during the 
war and are now army reserve 
flyers. 

Return Flight Planned. 


They plan to remain here about 
a month and then make a return 
crossing of the Atlantic by way of 
Africa and South America. Their 
ship must be repaired and recon- 
ditioned. 

Aviation authorities were en- 
thusiastic in praise of the airmen’‘s 
piloting and navigation ability. it 
was pointed out that not since 
Lindbergh made his historic hop 
to Paris, and Coste and Bellonte 
backtracked the Lindbergh trail 
had any flyers come so close to 
their objective. Expert use of ra- 
dio, intelligent blind flying and 
judicious use of fuel were credited 
for their success. | 

The object of the flight was to 
call the world’s attention to what 
the airmen considered were the 
wrongs suffered by Hungary 
through the Treaty of Trianon. By

France. 

Police found a purse after the 
plunge containing farewell letters 
signed “Anna Obolensky” and dis- 
closing that she lived with her sis- 
ter, Mme. Chreptovitch, in Clamart, 
a suburb. 

Petit Parisien said: “None of 
the numerous visitors on the third 
platform thought the elegant young 
woman wished to die. They could 
not prevent her from getting over 
the parapet when she threw her- 
self into space. After striking the 
ironwork her body crashed _ to 
earth.“ 


Parents in New York Say Plunge 
Was Accidental. 
By the Aseociated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 17.—The par- 
ents of Princess Anna Alexis Obo- 
lensky Troubetzkoy said here that 
her fatal plunge from the Eiffel 
Tower in Paris was an accident. 
Prince and Princess Alexis Obolen- 
sky received the details of their 
20-year-old daughter’s death by 
telephone today. 

The Princess was on a honey- 
moon. She was married in New 
York May 14 to Prince Serge Greg- 
ory Troubetzkoy. They left for 
Paris June 25 and planned to have 
been remarried in August at the 
bridegroomi’s family estate ncar 
Paris in a Russian Orthodox 
Church ceremony. 

Prince Alexis, after talking with 
his brother, Prince Alexander, in 
Paris, said: 

“She went to the Eiffel Tower 
on a sightseeing party with a girl 
friend, Miss Natalie Pissaress. The 
girls went to the fourth floor, at 
the top of the tower. This floor is 
not closed in, as are other floors. 
Prince Alexander told me that my 
daughter was leaning over a rail- 
ing and her foot slipped. It was 
entirely accidental.” 

The Troubetzkoy and Obolensky 
families have intermarried for 
generations. The mother of the 
dead Princess was a Troubetzkoy. 
Frince Alexis is a concert baritone 
and a teacher. His other daugh- 
ter, Princess Alexandra, married a 
brother of Prince Serge. 

Prince Serge is a cousin of 
Prince Alexis Obolensky, who is 
the husband of the former Alice 
Muriel Astor, sister of Vincent As- 
tor.

Alligator Hunters Blamed for 
Conflagration; Rodents 
Flee Land.

FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla., July 


17.—Rich, black earth of the ever- 
glades, requiring 8000 years to 
form, continued to burn today al- 
though rains slowed up the wide- 


spread destruction, 

Glowing like a huge volcano 
crater, eight sections of the vast 
deposits of decayed vegetable mat- 
ter that stretch across Southern 
Florida was slowly being reduced 
to ash as black muck rabbits and 
other. rodents. ran ahead of the 
approaching fire. 

Alligator hunters, who start 
brush fires to locate the burrows 
of their prey, are blamed for the 
conflagratlon. Thousands of all- 
gators have been killed for their 
hides during recent weeks. 

Although raing yesterday check- 
ed the fire, much more precipi- 
tation will be required to stop it. 
Meanwhile various local agencies 
are seeking to raise funds for 
fighting the blaze. The everglades 
drainage board recently abandoned 
all fire control because of lack of 
funds and jurisdiction. 

In dry weather the soil cracks 
open and fire starts easily to a 
great depth. Burned areas are 
rendered useless.

PART IN PARLEYS 


French Desire for Under- 
standing With Berlin 
Statesmen Before Seven- 
Power Meeting May De- 
lay London Conference.

PARIS, July 17.—American, 


British and French representatives 
today straightened out some of the 
details of the plan they evolved 
yesterday for extending financial 
aid to Germany, and interrupted 
their negotiations pending the ar- 
rival of Chancellor Bruening and 
Foreign Minister Curtius of Ger- 
many, who are expected tomorrow. 

Premier Laval announced that 
he and Foreign Minister Briand 
would meet Bruening and Curtius 


at the railway station when they 
arrive from Berlin. Conferences 
with the German statesmen will be- 
gin soon after their arrival, he said. 

The first meetings will be at- 
tended by only the French and 
German representatives. On Sun- 
day morning, Laval said, there will 
be another meeting at which the 
United States, Great Britain and 
Italy also will be represented. 
These announcements were made 
after the Premier and Ambassador 
Von Hoesch of Germany had talked 
together for nearly an hour. 

Inclined Toward Optimism, 

There was a general inclination 
among other officials to be opti- 
mistic about the outcome of the 
negotiations with Germany. It was 
assumed that France will agree to 
send delegates to the conference at 
London after the Fönversations 
with Germany’s representatives 
here have been sufficiently ad- 
vanced, but the conference of rep- 
resentatives of the seven world 
Powers, now scheduled for Mon- 
day evening in London, may have 
to be postponed, a spokesman for 
Laval said, if the Franco-German 
negotiations which begin here to- 
morrow are not concluded in time. 
The French want to straighten 
things out with the German states- 
men before going to London. 

Sums of Credit Mentioned, 

Today's meeting, it was believed, 
was concerned with financial ar- 
rangements for the $500,000,000 
foreign credit which ig understood 
to have been proposed for Ger- 
many. Secretary of State Stimson 
and Ambassador Edge attended for 
the United States. 

The newspaper L’Oeuvre says 
that France proposes the opening 
of a credit of $500,000,000 to the 
Reichsbank and a similar amount 
to the German Government, repay- 
able in 10 years under well defined 
financial and political guarantees. 
The loan would be granted by ths 
American Federal Reserve System, 
the Bank of France and the Bank 
of England. 

Those in close touch with the de- 
velopments believe the broad lines 
of an agreement of French origin 
on financial relief for Germany 
were worked out yesterday and al- 
ready have been accepted in prin- 
ciple by Germany. 

The plan, it is understood, is for 
a huge international loan, probably 
as much as half a billion dollars, 
secured by Germany's customs rev- 
enues, with a supervising commit- 
tee to be named by the lending 


Powers. 
for Business. 

The outlines of the scheme are 
understood to have been sent to 
Berlin, so that when Bruening and 
Curtius arrive tomorrow they will 
be able to get down to business at 
once. It will be the first time the 
heads of the German Government 
have been in Parise since the sign- 
ing ef the Treaty of Versailles.

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CLEVELAND LIQUOR CHIEFTAIN 
AND AID FOUND SHOT DEAD 


Bodies Discovered Bound and 
Gagged at Toledo; Five Gang 
Killings in 3 Weeks.

CLEVELAND, O., July 17.—Two 


men slain at Toledo early today 
were identified as Al Jaffe, reputed 
chieftain in the liquor business 
here, and his henchman, Harry 
Gertzlein, according to relatives at 
the Jaffe home here. 

Bodies of the two men were 


found in a ditch near the Michigan 
line after residents said they had 
heard nine shots fired. Both had 
been bound and gagged and shot in 
the head and neck. 

The identification was made by 
Cleveland friends who flew to To- 
ledo as soon as they heard of the 
slaying. The two men had left 
here yesterday in Gertzlein’s sedan, 
promising to returne at 3 a. m. to- 
day, relatives reported. 

The double killing raised the toll 
of Northern Ohio gang wars to five 
deaths in three weeks and was the 
second attack on Jaffe's opera- 
tions. Larry Rubin, alleged collec- 
tor for Jaffe, was slain at Park- 
man, O., two weeks ago. 

Underworld reports here said 
Jaffe and Gertzlein were killed as 
the outgrowth of a “hijacking” 
episode in which they were said to 
have lost a $12,000 load of liquor. 


BARS PHILADELPHIA POLICE 
POSING AS SAILORS ON RAIDS 


Navy Department Forbids Wearing

NEGRO SHOT DEAD, 
SHERIFF AND SIX 
OTHERS WOUNDED 


Disorders at Camp Hill, 
Ala., as Result of Protests 
Against Eight Scheduled 
Executions. 


By the Associated Press. 
CAMP HILL, Ala., July 17.—One 


Negro was killed and five others 
shot, Sheriff J. Kyle Yourg was 
seriously wounded and his Deputy, 
Jack Thompson, slightly hurt early 
today in disorders as a result of a 
protest against death sentences Im- 
posed at Scottsboro on eight Ne- 
groes for attacking two white girls 


last March. 

The trouble developed after 
posses were organized to seek lead- 
ers of a Negro mass meeting near 
here at which Gov. B. M. Miller 
was threatened with violence unless 
he released the eight condemned 
Negroes. 

Young and Thompson were at- 
tacked when they sought to ques- 
tion Ralph Gray, a Negro, who was 
slain by officers. 

Chief of Police J. M. Wilson said 
the five Negroes, one of whom was 
wounded seriously, were shot in 
an exchange of fire with the posse. 
Wilson said 30 had been arrested 
and the posse sought five more. 

The Negroes opened fire on tha. 
posse, Wilson said, when attempts 
were made to force entrance into a 
house two miles south of here. 
Firing through doors and windows, 
the Negroes sent the 15 or 20 
possemen scurrying for cover. None 
of the possemen was injured. 

Wilson said last night's meeting, 
which was held five miles south 
of here, was the second called in 
protest against the Scottsboro sen- 
ténces. The first meeting was 
held Wednesday night, at a point 
six miles west of here. He said 
Negroés attending the meetings 
told him they were to protest 
against the death sentences and 
that they threatened violence to 
Gov. Miller unless he freed the 
eight Negroes. 

Wilson said one meeting held 
here by 150 Negroes was broken 
up last night, but another was held 
and this time the Negroes were 
armed. He said speeches advocat- 
ing social and political equality of 
races were delivered. A large 
quantity of literature officially de- 
scribed as “inflammatory” was 
seized. 

The Negroes sentenced to death 
in Scottsboro were from Chatta- 
nooga. They were convicted of at- 
tacking two white girls who were 
“hoboing’ on a train. The Inter- 
national Labor Defense, a Com- 
munist Organization, has organ-

death sentences on the ground that 
were a “frame-up.” 
The case now is before the Ala- 
bama Supreme Court.

Le Temps says it believes the 
French plan for Germany's rehabil- 
itation includes credits to the 
Reichsbank and the German Gov- 
ernment, repayable in 10 years un- 
der financial and political guaran- 
tees. The newspaper credits Sec- 
retary Henderson with coining the 
phrase “political moratorium” for 
the 10-year plan's operation, which 
period, it says, would in return for 
financial aid give certitude that 
during that time Europe could work 
in peace and security. 

Le Temps stresses the impor- 
tance of the United States moving 
in full solidarity with France and 
England and concludes that “aid 
to Germany in peril now depends 
on the sincerity with which the 
German people can inspire confi- 
dence in its desire for peace.” 


The London Conference. 


As to the conference of Ministers 
called in London for Monday, its 
usefulness is questioned by most 
newspapers. 

Le Matin, reflecting what ap- 
pears to be the general sentiment 
in French circles, took this view- 
point: It is hard to see how and 
why all these Ministers should 
transport themselves to London 
Monday. There will be an occa- 
sion later to adjust the viewpoint 
on reparations of the Young and 
Hoover plans and perhaps also the 
conditions of new international ac- 
tion. The English capital could 
then be thought of but the main 
questions of principle must be re- 
solved here. 


Mellon Starts to Paris. 


Secretary of the Treasury An- 
drew W. Mellon, who has been at 
Cap Ferrat on vacation started for 
Paris by train this evening. He 
will confer with Secretary of State 
Stimson there tomorrow and prob- 
ably will go with Stimson to the 
conferenee of Ministers at London 
on Monday evening. 

“I grant no interviews outside 
the United States and as few as 
possible there,“ said Mellon to cor- 
respondents. He did say, however, 
that Stimson’s summons came as a 
surprise. 1 didn't think I would 
be needed,” he said, “while Mr. 
Stimson was here.” 

His son, Paul, is going with him 
to Paris and it was intimated that 
Mellon might come back here after 
the London meeting. Mellon car- 
ried some reading matter—a life 
of Henry VIII and, a week-old 
copy of a London newspaper. 


Britain Views French Plan With 
Some Apprehension. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, July 17.—Great Brit- 


ain views with some apprehension 
the French proposal that a $500,- 
000,000 loan to Germany be guar- 
anteed by German customs receipts 
and in some authoritative quarters 
it is said that the French terms 
in their present form may not be 
acceptable here. 

Arrangements for Monday’s 
meetings of the principal debtor 
and creditor nations are proceed- 
ing, but a serious hitch threatens

ports from Paris indicate that the 
French are unwilling to come be- 
fore Germany agrees in principle 
to the terms which are to be pre- 
sented when Chancellor Bruening 
and Foreign Minister Curtius get 
there tomorrow. The absence of 
French representatives would seri- 
ously impede the work of such a 
conference, alfhough all the other 
nations invited, including the 
United States, Germany, Italy, Bel- 
gium and Japan have accepted. 

It is emphasized that there is no 
intention of staging the Monday 
meeting so that what the Berlin 
Nationalist press has called a “sec- 
ond Versailles” would be closed up- 
on Germany. 

No definite program for the 
meeting has been drawn up, and 
the conferees merely hope to come 
to an agreement on some form of

ADOPTED CHLOREN 


Circuit Judge Hogan De- 
cides in Favor of Red- 
mond W. McBride and

PRELIMINARY STEP 
IN WILL CONTEST 


If Sustained on Appeal, 
Collateral Line Will Be- 
Excluded From Sharing 
$2,000,000 Estate. 


Redmond W. McBride and Mrs. 
Frank X. Hackmann were adjudged 
today to be the legally adopted son 
and daughter of Thomas Halpin, 
druggist and Grand-Olive realty 
Owner, who died in December, 


1929, leaving to them the bulk of 
his estate of nearly $2,000,000. The 
decision was made by Circuit Judge 
Hogan, hearing a preliminary part 
of a will contest suit filed by 40 
collateral relatives of Halpin. 

If sustained on appeal, the de- 
cision will result n defeatng the 
claim of the collateral heirs. As 
the two were legally adopted, they 
would inherit the estate even if 
there were no will. 

The decision followed the testi- 
mony of witnesses who said that 
Halpin, stepfather of McBride and 
Mrs. Hackmann, treated them as 
his own children and referred to 
them as such. McBride and Mrs. 
Hackmann were children of James 
McBride, druggist, and their moth- 
er married Halpin, McBride’s form- 
er clerk, in 1877, after her hus- 
band’s death. 

Redmond McBride testified that, 
after his mother’s marriage to Hal- 
pin, he saw a lawyer hand Halpin 
some legal papers, and that Halpin 
gave them to his wife, saying they 
were the adoption papers. Me- 
Bride said his mother married Eal- 
pin with the undehstanding that 
he would adopt her children. 

Halpin named McBride and Mrs. 
Hackmann as principal beneficiar- 
ies in his will, and left another 
stepson, Joseph McBride, $35 a 
month for a 10-year period. Judge 
Hogan found that Joseph McBride 
was also legally adopted by Hal- 
pin. 

The collateral relatives, in their 
suit to set aside the will, alleged 
that the McBride children were not 
legally odtpted by Halpin, and that 
Halpin was incompetent to dispose 
of his property at the time when 
the will was drawn. The inventory 
of the estate showed a valve of 
$1,187,400, but actual value is esti- 
mated at 32,000,000. 

Redmond McBride and his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Hackmann, recently 
sought to get immediate possession 
of securities to 
$936,000, which they declared Hal- 
pin had given them. They filed a 
replevin proceeding against the 
Mercantile-Commerce Bank and 
Trust Co., executor of the estate, 
to recover the securities, which 
were in two safe deposit boxes. The 
effect of this move, if successful, 
would have bees to reduce by near- 
ly one-half the estate claimed by 
the collateral relatives. Judge

Ale 
OF GUS BUSELAK 


Witnesses Tell of Murder by 
Machine Gunner at Wash- 
ington Av. Gasoline Fill- 
ing Station. 


An open Coroner's verdict of 
homicide was returned today in the 
assassination of Gus Buselaki, 
friend and counselor of a group 
which seceded from the Service 
Car Drivers’ Union three weeks ago 
and formed an independent organ- 
ization. 

The investigation by the Coroner 
added little additional information 
on the death of Buselaki, shot down 
by a machine gunner early yester- 
day as he stood in the doorway of 
his filling station at the southeast 
corner of Twentieth street and 
Washington avenue. Two women, 
among 10 persons at the station at 


the time, were slightly wounded. 


Policemen had arrested for ques- 
tioning Timothy Cronin, known as 
“Red” Cronin, business agent of 
the United Service Car Drivers’ As- 
sociation, from which the Buse- 


laki group seceded to form the St. 
Louis Service Car Drivers’ Associa- 
tion. 

Woman Caused Arrest. 

Cronin was arrested after Mrs. 
James Mercurio of 1318 Blair ave- 
nue, wife of a service car owner in 
the Buselaki group and slightly 
wounded in the fire at Buselaki, 
told policemen, according to their 
report, the red-head is responsible 
for this.” 

On the witness stand at the in- 
quest Mrs. Mercurio declared the 
police had not quoted her with en- 
tire accuracy and gave her own 
account of the statement which led 
to Cronin’s arrest. 

“On the way to the City Hospital 
someone asked me who was re- 
sponsible for,tha shooting,” she 
said. “I answered. ‘Who else but 
Red Cronin, after all the threats 
he’s made?“ “ 

Asked to be more specific, she 
related that James Mercurio’s 
brother, Mike, drircr of James’ au- 
tomobile, had told her and her 
husband he had been threatened by 
Cronin and ordered to cease opera- 
tions as a service car driver. 

Mrs. Mercurio described Cronin 
as the head man ofthe union serv- 
ice car drivers.” She said she had 
Hever heard any report of threats 
made by Cronin or any of his 
companions against Buselaki. Her 
husband, James Mercurio, oper- 
ates his service car under auspices 
of the Buselaki group. 

Two Under Bonds. 

Mercurio himself denied on the 
witness stand that he had 
heard of any threats against any- 
one as a result of the split in the 
ranks of the service car drivers. 
He said he was a fruit merchant. 

Frank Sipp, 19-year-old attend- 
ant at the station, testified he was 
putting gasoline in a customer's 
car when the firing at Buselaki be. 
gan. He thought at first that a 
service car driver was backfiring 
his car, but finally he looked over 
his shoulder and saw two men in 
a black sedan, one of whom was 
firing a machine gun. He said he 
dropped the gasoline hose and ran 
for cover. Miss Josephine Linder 
of 2103 Olive street, who happened 
to be in the station, was slightly 
wounded. 

After his arrest Cronin protested 
that he knew nothing of the mur- 
der and that he had had no quarrel 
with Buselaki. He was released on 
$25,000 bond.

MOSCOW, July 17.—Despite the 
fact that most of his fellow coun- 
trymen work only six hours daily; 
Joseph Stalin labors about 18. 
The virtual ruler of Soviet Rus- 
sia uses three shifts of secretaries 
daily in transacting his enormous 
business of state. He never per- 
mits his clerical force to stay long- 
er than six hours ata time. He is 
known as one of the hardest work- 
ers in the Soviet Union and to his 
own example has been attributed 
much of the enthusiasm displayed 
by the masses as a whole to com- 
plete the five-year plan. 

Regularly he begins his day early 
in the morning and rarely does he 
finish it until well after midnight. 
He has been advised on several oc- 
casions to take a periodic rest but 
he spurns what he terms uneco- 
nomic” advice. 

Notwithstanding his labors, Sta- 
lin kinds time now and then for 
chess, a game of which he is very 
fond and at which he is regarded 
as extremely adept. He likes his 
opponent to play with the white 


figures, choosing the black for 
himself. ts 

It is said of him that in chess, 
as in politics, he is a strategist 
par excellence, vigorous in the at- 
tack but never hesitating to re- 
treat when the situation demands, 
On some occasions the retreat has 
meant postponing the game until 
he is “more rested.” 

Before the revolution Stalin de- 
lighted in playing polo abroad. He 
still is known as an excellent 
horseman, but his attitude toward 
the sport has changed. Now he 
calls it a “primitive” sport. 

His chief outdoor attraction at 
present ig driving his own auto- 
mobile. He likes to change seats 
with his chauffeur for spins over 
the countryside near Moscow 
whenever he can find time. 

Unlike his mentor, Lenin, and 
most of his fellow Communists, 
Stalin hates: make speeches. He 
would rather sit in a corner and 
listen. But on his rare utterances 
for public consumption he speaks 
forcefully and originally. 

A Georgian himself, he liked soe 
well the presentation of the Na- 
tional Georgian play, Lamara,“ at 
the Georgina Theater last year 
that when the performance was 
concluded one evening and the the- 
ater emptied he requested that the 
entire play be repeated with hime 
self the sole auditor.

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U. S. Bureau Expects Another 
Year of Low Wheat Prices 


Department of Agriculture Says Russian Ex- 
ports Will Have Important Bearing 
on Market. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 17.— The 

Department of Agriculture said to- 

day the present world wheat crop 


prospects and indications of proba- 
ble demand“ point to another year of 
very low prices for the world as a 
whole.“ 


The present low price of domes- 
tic wheat has focused attention of 
farm leaders on the Southwest win- 
ter wheat section, where a bumper 
crop is being harvested. Farmers 
have been offered as low as 25 
cents a bushel, with subsequent ap- 
peals to the Farm Board for as- 
sistance. 

No bumper crop,” the depart- 
ment said, “is expected this year 
for the world as a whole, but the 
very large stocks remaining in 
North America, Argentina and Aus- 
tralia promise a plentiful world 
supply, even though yields should 
be very low. 

“Furthermore, increases in the 
Russian acreage which have been 
made this year would, with average 
yields, result in a crop almost as 
large as that obtained with the 
high yields of last year's. 

“Due to drouth conditiong a re- 
duction in the North American crop 
is in prospect. Smaller produc- 
tions also are expected in the Dan- 
ube basin countries of Europe, but 
these probably will be partially off- 


set by larger crops in European im- 
porting countries, Indications point 
to reduced acreage in Argentina 
and Australia. Stocks of old wheat. 
however, will likely be larger than 
last year and about as large as 
those of 1929. 

“The present very low levels of 
prices for new wheat are resulting 
in very small returns to farmers. 
even in the winter wheat regions 
where yields are good. Elsewhere, 
especially in the spring wheat re- 
gion where yields are likely to de 
very low, returns to wheat growers 
will be extremely small, indeed. 
Nevertheless, there appears to be 
small prospect for any great im- 
provement in world prices. 

“If a world crop smaller than 
that of last year’s should material- 
ize, there may be some improve- 
ment in world market prices in the 


latter part of the 1931-1932 season 


as compared with the early part. 
The extremely heavy world carry- 
over may be expected to have an 
especially depressing effect upon 
early season prices. 

“It shoud be borne in mind, how- 
ever, that developments as to Rus- 
sian exports wifl have an important 
bearing upon the course of world 
prices during the season and that 
indications as to the probable vol. 
ume of such exports during the 


1931-1932 season are at the present 
time almost wholly lacking.”

Contest Over Coal Rates. 


Plans of the railroads to increuse 
rates on coal and coke, excluded 
from the blanket 15 per cent in- 
crease petition in order to make 
specific rates, today promised to 
develop one of the most bitterly 
contested points. 

The petition for a 15 per cent 
blanket increase specified that coal 
and coke and “certain other com- 
modities’” be exempted, so that 
specific rate schedules could be 
applied to them. At the opening 
of hearings July 15 the roads 
amended this to eliminate the 
“other commodities,” leaving only 
coal and coke as subject to the spe- 
cial schedules proposed. These 
schedules were explained by Roy 
Kern, Pittsburg rate expert, testi- 
fying in the Interstate Commerce 
Commission's hearing on the appli- 
cation. 

Questions asked Kern by attor- 
neys representing producers and 
shippers indicated there would be 
a sustained effort to prevent the

I. C. C. Orders Livestock Freight 
Rate Revision in West. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 17.—The 


Interstate Commerce Commission 
today ordered revision of freight 
rates in the West on livestock, in 
most instances the charges being 
reductions from the old rates. 

The decision fixed new rates 
based on mileage of hauls for cat- 
tle, calves, hogs, sheep and goats; 
set minimum carload weights, fixed 
terminal charges and dealt gener- 
ally with the livestock situation. 
The rate on cattle and on hogs, 
sheep and goats in double-decked 
cars was fixed at a minimum of 11 
cents a hundred in Western trunk 
line and Southwestern territories, 
increasing one cent every 10 miles 
up to 100 miles and beyond this 
point by one cent for varying dis- 
tances. For calves and hogs in 
single-decked cars the minimum 
was fixed at 12.6 cents and for 
sheep and goats in single-decked 
cars 14 cents. 

In mountain and Pacific terri- 
tory the rate on cattle and on 
calves, hogs, sheep and goats in 
double-decked cars was fixed at 
a minimum of 12 cents. 

The commission in its ruling 
said: “Livestock is a commodity 


which from its nature cannot be

PAYROLLS AND EMPLOYMENT 
DECLINE AGAIN IN JUNE 


Canning, Laundry, Cleaning and 
Dyeing Industrics Only Ones 
Showing Increase, 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—A fur- 
ther drop in both payrolls and em- 
ployment for June was reported to- 
day by the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics. 

One set of figures, representing 
15 major industrial groups, showed 
employment dropped 2 per cent 
and payroll totals 4.5 per cent as 
compared with the previous mongh. 
Another set, based on manufactur- 
ing industries, gave a 2.6 per cent 
slump in employment and a falling 
off of 6.2 per cent in June pay- 
rolls against those for May. 

A few bright spots in the indus- 
trial groups were canning and pre- 
serving plants, with a 26.1 per cent 
increase in employment; laundries, 
with an 8 per cent rise, and dye- 
ing and cleaning with a 2.4 per 
cent hike. 

Decreased employment was 
shown in the following industries, 
besides manufacturing: Anthracite 
mining, 5.2 per cent; bituminous 
mining, 4.9; metalliferous mining, 
3.8; quarrying and nonmetallic 
mining, 3.6; crude petroleum pro- 
ducing, 4.2; telephone and tele- 
graph, .6; power, light and water, 
.4; electric railroads, .7; wholesale 
trade, less than one-tenth of 1 per 
cent; retail trade, .9, and hotels, 1 
per cent.

Gov. Murray Orders Barrier 
Torn Down but Rangers Re- 
build and Guard It.

DENISON, Tex., July 17.—Under 
the direction of Adjutant-General 
Sterling and Capt. Tom Hickman 
of the Texas Rangers. highway de- 


partment employes today rebuilt 
the barrier at the Texas end of the 
new highway No. 6 interstate free 
bridge across the Red River, which 
was removed by order of Gov. Mur- 
ray of Oklahoma late yesterday. 
Gen. Sterling said the barrier was 
Texas property and would be 
guarded by the Rangers.

The free bridge at Terral also 
was thrown open last nfsic on ex- 
ecutive order of Gov. Murray, who 
took the step to end a long con- 
troversy between Texas and Okla- 
homa. Because of an incomplete 
road, a third free bridge, at 
Gainesville, was not opened by the 
Oklahoma authorities. 

Gov. Murray ordered road beds 
to parallel toll bridges torn up. He 
asked Gov. Sterling of Texas to 
join him in the action but Gov. 
Sterling said he was advised a Fed- 
eral restraining order was binding 
on the Texas highway officials to 
keep the Texas end of the Denison 
bridge closed until litigation is 
ended. 

Gov. Sterling at Austin today 
wired Gov. Murray that “I feel you 
have extended your jurisdiction be- 
yond all reason” in connection with 


the Red River bridge controversy. 

Gov. Sterling dictated the tele- 
gram by telephone to his secretary 
from Minerals Wells, where he had 
gone to inspect the cavalry brigade 
vf the Texas National Guard. 

“The Highway Commission of 
Texas has been served with a Fed- 
eral injunction writ prohibitiong the 
opening of the Red River bridge,” 
Sterling said. Understand your 
Highway Department has crossed 
into Texas and torn up approaches 
to the bridge. I feel you have ex- 
tended your jurisdiction beyond all 
reason. Certainly I cannot join you 
in attemptin gto make a Federal 
Court injunction inoperative. At 
the request of the Texas Highway 
Commission I have sent State 
Rangers to protect Texas highway 
employes while they are endeavor- 
ing to obey the Federal Court’s in- 
junction.”

BOMB EXPLODES

Would Help America as Well as Europe. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE moratorium is but another exam- 


ple of Hoover generosity to foreign 
peoples at the expense of Americans, and 
of his cold-blooded, niggardly, unsympa- 
thetic treatment of his own countrymen. 
Should not the Congress and state Legis- 
latures give serious consideration to the 
distressed conditions of our own citizens 
before we start on a program of our na- 
tion giving away further billions of dol- 
lars of the war debts of other nations?

The Wall Street Journal is authority 
for the statement that during the first 
week following President Hoover's an- 
nouncement of a year’s moratorium in 
war debt payments, the “value” of se- 
curities and commodities listed on ex- 
changes throughout the country ad- 
vanced $7,600,000,000, But, the Journal 
adds, $7,200,000,000, or more than 90 
per cent of this, represented an increase 
in the price of stocks and bonds. 

This is not prosperity. It is just re- 
currence of the speculative madness 
which contributed so materially to the 
tragic smash on all exchanges in October, 
1929. 

Every right-thinking American wants 
our country to be generous in its treat- 
ment of other nations. However, the de- 
bate concerning what we are doing to 
aid Europe should not be permitted to 
distract attention from the terrifying 
problems which confront wus here at 
home. About 6,000,000 American men 
and women are jobless and hundreds of 
thousand, probably millions, of farmers 
are bankrupt. A boom on Wall street 
will not aid them. Their resources are 
exhausted and they have little or no 
credit. Winter is approaching. Where 
will they turn for relief when the snow 
begins to fall? 

Instead of spending their days and 
nights worrying about how to “put Eur- 
ope on its feet.“ our statesmen should 
be at work on plans to give American 
workers jobs and to insure American 
farmers a fair price for the things they 
produce.

| ‘THE FREIGHT RATE HEARING. 

Congressman Beck of Pennsylvania thinks the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission has mapped out “a 
long and tortuous hearing” when it should act 
{ promptly on an application by the railroads for a 15 
per cent increase in freight rates. Nevertheless, the 
commission is very properly proceeding with caution. 
Both sides will be heard, and the hearing which be- 
gan at Washington this week will continue through- 
out the summer. 

Insurance companies and savings banks, which in- 
vest heavily in railroad bonds, were first to testify. 
They think the increase should be granted to give 
proper security to these investments. They also told 
the commission that if the increase were granted the 
credit of the railroads would be improved, with a 
consequent stimulus to industry. The commission 
may very well take that assurance with a grain of 
salt. If the increase is unjust, merely robbing Peter 


has the value of their securities any greater rele- 
vance than their prudence gives them. Some of the 
railroads, like the Chicago & Alton, have been over- 
loaded with securities more than once, and the pub- 
lic is not concerned with making those excesses good. 
The railroads claim they are not on all fours with 
other business suffering from the depression for the 
reason that the Government limits their profits in 
prosperous times. There is truth in this. The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission does exercise control 
over freight and passenger rates. The commission 
has heretofore reduced freight rates, and the Trans- 
portation Act of 1920 undertakes to recapture from 
the richer railroads for the benefit of the poorer 
profits beyond a certain percentage. However, the 
Government has never been able to enforce the re- 
capture clause of the Transportation Act. In the case 
of the St. Louis & O Fallon Railway it was unable to 
do so because of the valuation claimed by the road 
under decisions by the United States Supreme Court. 
It remains to be seen exactly where justice lies in 
the matter of freight rates. Nobody questions that 
the railroads are in trouble, as nobody doubts that 
they are essential to the nation. Public opinion as 
to the freight rate increase should be reserved until 
the evidence is in. Upon its face the case of the rail- 
roads is impressive. The Government and the states 
have joined in building the highways which have 
had so much to do with the undoing of the railroads. 
The president of the Santa Fe Railroad says in his 
last statement to the stockholders that in the past 
decade the Santa Fe has lost four-fifths of its pas- 
sengers. The losses in freight to automotive com- 
petition and pipe lines have been heavy, but an even 
greater factor in the plight of the railroads has been 
their loss of business in the general depression. In 
this field they are not, of covrse, unique. Mr. Bickle, 
chief counsel for the railroads, suggested to the com- 
mission yesterday that the freight rate structure 
could be kept open until time establishes the actual 
necessities of the railroads. They may not be 80 
badly off as they think when business improves. The 
drouth did the railroads a much greater injury than 
is generally realized. They will recover from it with 
the country itself. The railroads have largely saved 
themselves by economies in operation. They are at 
the moment buying very little, an omission which 
has worked harm to all trade and industry. 
The country will expect the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to do the railroads justice. It will also 
expect that the commission will do the shippers jus- 
tice. If the shippers have to pay higher freight rates, 
the increase will be passed on to the people, and the 
commission must do the people justice. The rail- 
roads are entitled to fair earnings upon their in- 
vestment, and the country cannot be expected to 
pay them earnings on water. Nor can the country. 
be expected to support wastefulness such as the Post- 
Dispatch recently pointed out in the duplication of 
passenger traffic between St. Louis and Chicago. As 
the hearing progresses, the country will expect to gain 
a larger and more comprehensive view of the whole 
situation. 
At this time, it is impossible to see the thing as a 
whole.

Neither Mr. Hoover nor the Farm Board can do 
anything about the great wheat flood in Kansas this 
year. The law of supply and demand operates despite 
every notion to the contrary, and Kansas is amenable 
to it. x 

To have such a bumper crop when wheat 1s every- 
where abundant and the Farm Board has 275,000,000 
bushels of old wheat it would like to sell, is unfor- 
tunate. The celebrated wheat region around Hutch- 
inson has more wheat than storage capacity, and 
cash sales are as low as 23 or 30 cents a bushel. Some 
of the wheat growers are plowing the crop under and 
charging it up to profit and loss. The Kansas poli- 
ticlans who were going to help the farmer are be- 
sieging Mr. Hoover to do something. One of the sug- 
gestions is that he declare a moratorium on farm 
mortgages, which he, of course, has no power to do.

Meanwhile, the Missotri”Bar Association proposes 
at a meeting in October to take precautions against 
recurrence of what happened in the Grand National 
Bank case.

If the local Bar 
Association does not say upon receipt of the report 
what should be said about such practices, the State 
Bar Association should say it.

A SHORT-SIGHTED PLEA. 

That all the members of the New Mexico Legisla- 
ture should sign a petition to President Hoover ask- 
ing pardon for Albert B. Fall is hard to believe.

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THE CARDINALS AND TAXES. 

Mr. Breadon owes it to himself that an inquiry into 
the taxes to which his baseball club is liable is 
under way. It was undertaken following Mr. Brea- 
don’s complaint that the Police Department was dere- 
lict in not sending a sufficient force to handle last 
Sunday’s crowd. Chief Gerk has since notified Mr. 
Breadon that police service will henceforth be lim- 
ited to regulation of traffic outside the park and pre- 
vention of disorder within the park. No special po- 
lice service is given banks, except under extraordi- 
nary circumstances, they being required to hire their 
own guards, and banks pay far more in taxes than 
baseball clubs. 

Personal property of the Cardinals is listed in the 
Assessor’s office at $970 cash and $325 in office fix- 
tures. On these two items the club pays about $30 in 
taxes. It alsO pays an annual license tax of $100. 
Assessor Gehner has asked the opinion of the City 
Counselor on the taxability of the club’s franchise and 
the possibility of listing the players as personal prop- 
erty. Realty taxes on Sportsman’s Park, which is 
merely leased by the Cardinals, are, of course, paid 
by the American League club. In contrast to the 
Cardinals’ small tax bill, it is pointed out that wres- 
tling promoters must pay a $500 license fee, while 5 
per cent of the gross receipts of boxing goes to the 
city and another 5 per cent to the State. 

The Assessor's office has no information on the 
practice in other cities as to the taxation of baseball 
clubs, although it is understood that in Boston the 
clubs pay for special police service. As to the taxa- 
tion of baseball players under contract, it is claimed 
they are in effect marketable assets on which large 
profits are frequehtly made. 

Numerous attempts have been made in the past 
to increase taxes on baseball, but they have always 
been laughed off in the Board of Aldermen, whose 
members receive passes and are nearly all baseball 
fans. Moreover, there is a strong feeling that or- 
ganized baseball, which was recognized in the be- 
ginning as a form of municipal advertising, still is 
considered very valuable in that light. And, of course, 
a further softening influence is that the Cardinals 
have won three league pennants and one world series 
since 1926, and are apparently on their way to an- 
other pennant. 

With everyone scanning the bor scores, listening at 
the radio or attending the park in pop-eyed enthusi- 
asm over the Cardinals, the city apparently is far 
more interested in what the team does to Wilbert 
Robinson’s Dodgers than it is in City Counselor 
Muench’s opinion on its taxes.

Depressions of the ’70s and the 306 


Market panic of 1873 and succeeding depression had much in common with present 
slump; both followed war booms and prosperity sprees; each had its soothing 
prophets, who saw only temporary setback when crash came; results of “new 
eras” with their inflation are ever the same, yet we never learn from history.

HE depression following 1373 may legiti- 

mately be compared with the present 

one. The similarity of this post-Civil 
War period and its panic to the post-World 
War period and the panic of 1929 is indi- 
cated by major events of the two periods: 

A major war. (1861-64: 1914-18). 

A trade depression resulting from readjustment of 
industry to peacetime demands. (1866: 1921). 

A period of industrial boom characterized by en- 
pansion, inventions, optimism, speculation and talk 
of “new eras.” (1867-73: 1923-29). 

A stock market crash believed in each period to 
83 3 reaction. (September, 1872; October, 


A long period of depression. (1873-77; 1929-7). 


In 18571 remarkable progress in the tech- 
nique of production had been made all 
The new industrial setup 
supplied the common people with bet- 
ter food, clothing and shelter at low- 
er prices, and was the basis of the 
ergy of spending and extravagance that 
followed. Those who failed to con- 
sume the whole of their income invested 
the remainder on slender margins in Wall 
street. where fabulous fortunes were veing 
created overnight. There was in this pros- 
perity spree of 1868-73 every symptom of 
the “new era” fever. Old production rec- 
ords had been shattered, the standard of 
living had been raised to unprecedented lev- 
els and the public was duped into believing 
that poverty had been permanently replaced 
by ever-increasing, never-ending prosperity. 


The stringency of money during the fall 
of 1872 had been more severe than usual. 
but it was believed that a solution for the 
trouble had been discovered and that the 
old malady would not show itself in 13873. 
However, when the movement of crops set 
in, bankers experienced trouble in liquidat- 
ing call loans. The seriousness of the sit- 
uation was not realized. 

Sept. 18 the failure of Jay Cook & Co. 
Was announced. Within a few hours came 
similar announcements from 16 other firms. 
Stock quotations wilted, bank loans were 
called and call money soared to 1100 per 
cent. Friday brought runs on the New 
York banks afid by Saturday the best stocks 
were selling at half their formef quétatiéns, 
while many could not be sold at any price. 
The directors decided to close the stock ex- 
change. 

AS soon ag the eseitement of the panic 
had subsided, discussion of the after effects 
began. A few newspapers suggested possi. 
bilities of a business depression, but the ma 
jority filled their columns with the usual 
soothing statements. The stoppage of the 
mills is only a temporary disarrangement,” 
writes one, and as a whole the meteantile 
community is beyond a doubt in a better 
condition than for years.” The panic, - 
ferred to as the Wall street flurry,” was 
ald to be a “mere accident.” 


The reaction was expected to get in within 
a week. By November they were certain 
they were near the outskirts of the storm, 
but six weeks later there was less confi- 
dence. Expectation of the early revival of 
business returned with the new year, but 
three months later the signs were less cer 


The return to normality was being 
delayed only because “the capitalists are 
timid and the people are economizing.” By 
November even the most optimistic of 
prophets had become uneasy about the fu- 
ture. It was hoped the spring of 13875 
would bring the return of prosperity. Three 
years later crowds of workless and hungry 
men still tramped the streets and joined in 
parades of protest. It was computed by 
Harper’s Weekly that there were in 1877 
some 3,000,000 idle people in the country.

In 1929 a later generation of Americans 
celebrated the birth of another “new era.” 
This time the radio, the talkie, the airplane, 
electric refrigeration, 25,000,000 automo- 
biles and over 2,000,000 miles of good roads 
were numbered among the achievements. 
Speculation had been rampant. Day after 
day stocks had risen and more had been 
purchased because they rose. If activity 
slackened, it was stimulated to an acceler- 
ated pace by the statements of the “new 
era” economists that we could go on in- 
creasing productivity indefinitely “as long 
as the appetite ‘for goods and services is 
practically insatiable, as it appears to be.” 

Someone has said that what we learn from 
history is that we learn nothing from his- 
tory. The blind rush of the present genera- 
tion from the heights of their “new era” 
into the abyss of the present depression 
lends validity to this statement. Before the 
crash of October, 1929, confidence in the 
future was unshakable. A slackening of 
business activity was noticed in August, but, 
according to the National City Bank, this 
did not need to “occasion undue alarm as 
to the soundness of fundamental business 
conditions in this country.” Nevertheless, 
the market continued to sag until a 13,- 
000,000-share day occufred Oct. 24 and 
stock prices went inte 4 virtual tailspin. Fol. 
lowing the precedent ot 1373. the Stock Ex- 
change closed and the leading bankers met 
to discuss emergency measures. From Wash- 
ington, President Hoover anndoétuficed that 
“the fundamental Business of the country, 
that is. production and distribution of com- 
modities, is on a sound And prosperous 
basis.”’

Man.” The feverish strivings of his 
life, both physical and mental, 
served him well in the building of 
this one work. It is a masterly 
philosophical survey of World His- 
tory seen as tragedy thus far, but 
conceived as justifying the hope of 
a triumphant human ideal in some 
extremely remote future age when 
Science shall have had its omni- 
scient way with our posterity. Al- 
though out of tune with his time in 
many important respects, Reade 
had been persuaded to accept the 
Victorian conception of human 
progress as a steadily ascending 
curve. In this he was hardly char- 
acteristically modern“ in the sense 
of our day; but he was decidedly so 
in most other matters, and had he 
been alive to publish his ‘‘Martyr- 
dom of Man” at any time during 
the post-war period he might well 
have been a “best-seller.” 

This does not necessarily mean 
that he was right and that the 
world, as the result of “progress,” 
has now caught up with him. It 
means rather that the popu- 
lar fashion is now fconoclastic. As 
e. matter of fact, Reade now seems 
hardly shocking; and any of our 
representative intelligentsia could 
do a more effective job of outrag- 
ing. For that matter, there is no 
reason to suspect that the author 
was writing with a view to scand- 
alizing his readers in this volume, 
or for any other reason than to tell 
what he sincerely believed to be the 
truth. His comments on religion 
required considerable courage in 
his day and he paid the penalty of 
being ignored or treated with con- 
tempt. At the time, he was de- 
nounced as an “atheist,” but the 
charge was a foolish one. “God,” 
wrote Reade, “is so great that he 
cannot be defined by us. Those 
who desire to worship their Creator 
must worship him through man- 
kind. We are placed under secon- 
dary laws and these we must obey.

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TRAVELING SALESMEN HEAR 
ADDRESS BY GOV. ROOSEVELT 


He Tells Them They Can Bring 
Back Prosperity If Given 
Chance. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 17.—A course 
in traveling salesmanship as a pre- 
requisite’ to politics was recom- 
mended last night by Gov. Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt of New York. 

He spoke by radio to the annual 
convention of the National Council 
of Traveling Salesmen’s Association 
here, official business in Albany 
having prevented him from attend- 
ing. The traveling salesman, the 
Governor said, “learns more and 
understands more of the economic 
problems of our country and the 
causes that underly both prosperity 
and depression than 99 out of 100 
of our citizens.” He asserted they 
held the key to “bringing back a 
greater prosperity.“ The estimated 
difference between depression and 
prosperity in business is approxi- 
mately 10 per cent, he said, adding 
that traveling salesmen could easily 
dispose of that amount if given the 
opportunity. He warned against an 
effort to sell “an additional 25 or 
50 per cent by clever and enthusi- 
astic sales talk.“ however, saying 
such action would be “laying the 
foundation for a continued depres- 
sion.” 

The delegates adopted a resolu- 
tion favoring an amendment to the 
Volstead law to permit the manu- 
facture and sale of light wines and 
beer, saying such a change would 
be helpful in aiding agriculture, re- 
lieving unemployment and increas- 
ing the revenues of the National 
Government. :

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Day by Day in France

LE HAVRE, 

E fluttered—after six days at 
W- one does flutter— down the 

gangplank today to that sullen, 
black-rocked and gray weathered 
coast that is Normandy. Beyond 
are the coiling streams, milky high- 
ways, splendorous sun and bursting 
blooms but the port of Le Havre 
expresses the Miserere of the sea, 

There is a gay spontaneity about 
a ship landing. Aloofness melts 
into a sudden friendlincss. Most of 
us have in a twinkle become for- 
eigners in a strange land. We ex- 
change the familiarities of old com- 
rades. On the bridge stood the stal- 
wart and caped captain who piloted 
us across. 

So we all waved to him, too, and 
one wag impertinently yelled: Keep 
kissable! Frenchy!” Le Havre is a 
bustling center where deep-water 
vessels discharge their cargoes into 
river and canal boats. for inland 
cities. The rain washed quays are 
a colorful tangle of rigging, masts, 
sea and fisher folk. 

In the vivifying ozone are scents 
of tar, fresh fish, hides and pine 
shipping boxes. The city itself is a 
clump of slate gray stone buildings, 
slit by narrow streets that breathe 
their medievalism and relieved only 
here and there by the open markets 
and public drinking fountains. 

A group of us took a decrepit old 
barouche to drive along the quay. 
The cobbled streets are deep rutted 
with age and we had to grip each 
other to keep from toppling out. In 
every doorway gnarled old women 
sat working—carding wool, knitting 
and the like. 

From coast to coast there is al- 
ways that first impression of France 
—indefatigable industry. The men 
of Normandy are short, stocky, gen- 
erally blue bloused and given to 
fierce footlong mustaches. They 
pedal bicycles madly wherever they 
go with jugs of wine strapped to 
handle bars. ad 

Perhaps the happiest of all to 
land was Billy. He rarely shows 
emotion but al] the way down the 
gangplank he yipped, stopped at in- 
tervals to roll and jump up and 
down on strangers. He has been 
here many times and with dog in- 
stinct knows he has lots of fun in 
France. 


HE boat trains, like match 
doxes on wheels, were chugging

Cantaloupe A 

Chill a ripe cantaloupe. Cut the 
pulp intc small dice and mix with 
one cup ripe red raspberries, the 
juice of one orange and one table- 
spoon powdered sugar. Mix care- 
fully to keep the berries whole. 
Serve in small glass cups and 
sprinkle with chopped fresh mint 

Sponge Cake. 

This makes a small round cake 
baked in an angel cake pan, or a 
loaf in a pan 7x10 inches, and 
about two and one-half inches 
deep. Beat the whites of four eggs 
until stiff enough to hold their 
shape. Beat the yolks of the eggs 
until lemon colored and gradually 
beat in three-fourths cup sugar. 
When the mixture ts a pale yellow, 
creamy mass, add one tablespoon 
lemon juice and two tablespoons 
cold water. Mix together three- 
fourths cup cake flour, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt and one and one- 
fourth teaspoons baking powder. 
Sift twice and stir into the egg yolk 
mixture. When mixed, fold in the 
egg whites and pour into a lightly 
greased pan. Bake in a moderate 
oven—350 degrees—for 35 minutes. 
Invert to cool. 


Banana-Nut Bread. 

Peel and mash two very ripe, 
medium-sized bananas; there 
should be one-half cup pulp. Add 
gradually one-third cup sugar and 
one egg. Beat until smooth, then 
stir in one cup milk. Mix and sift 
one cup whole wheat flour, one cup 
white flour, five teaspoons baking 
three-quarters teaspoon 
salt.

Fruit Tapioca, 

Mix two cups raspberries, black- 
berries, sliced peaches, etc., with 
sugar to sweeten and set aside for 
30 minutes to dissolve the sugar. 
Mix one-third cup tapioca with two 
cups boiling water, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt and one-fourth cup 
sugar. Cook, stirring occasionally, 
until the tapioca is clear. Remove 
from the fire, cool slightly and fold 
in the stiffly-beaten whites of two 
eggs. Pour over the fruit, mix 
lightly and chill before serving. 
Serve plain or with a custard sauce 
made from the egg yolks and one 
and one-fourth cups milk, sweet- 
ened to taste. 

Blueberry Muffins. 

Wash one and one-half cups 
fresh blueberries, drain thorough- 
ly. Mix and sift one and one-half 
cups flour with one-half teaspoon 
salt, three tablespoons sugar, three 
teaspoons baking powder. Beat 
one egg and mix with §three- 
fourths cup fresh milk or equal 
parts evaporated milk and water. 
Stir the egg and milk into the 
flour mixture, then add the berries 
and three tablespoons melted short- 
ening. Mix well and pour into 


muffin pans, filling each 
one three-fourths full. Bake in a 
hot oven—400 degrees—for 20 
minutes. Makes nine to 12 muffins, 


depending on size. 


NEW REFRIGERATION METHOD 
APPLIED TO FISH AND MEAT 


The modern method of quick 
freezing fish makes it possible to 


food in many more localities than 
formerly. 

According to a statement froin 
the Bureau of Fisheries, U. S. De- 
partment of Commerce, frozen fish 
are fresh fish providing they are 
properly frozen and kept in stor- 
age. The quick freezing method 
does away with most of the possi- 
bility of any chemical change in the 
composition of the fish. 

The fish are packaged, that is, 
cleaned and put up in various sized 
packages suitable för home or hotel 
consumption at the packing plant. 

Frozen should be cooked 
without first thawing. By heating 
quickly the outside will be seared 
and the juices kept in, then the 
heat may be reduced to cook the 
fish through. The same ruling ap- 
plies to frozen meats.

CHILI CON CARNE 
FORA CAMP MEAL 


Particularly Delicious Served 
With Tamales or Large, Thick 
Pancakes. 


Chili con carne always tastes 
good, and it is equally good as 
camp fare or in the elegance of e 
candie-lighted room. 

Chili Con Carne, 

For six good servings take two 
pounds of bottom round of 
beef. Cut the mert in small 
even-shaped pieces, and leave any 
fat on. Sprinkle with three table- 
spoons flour mixed with one and 
one-half teaspoons salt and a little 
pepper. Put two or three table- 
spoons drippings or butter in a 
deep heavy saucepan, 
hot add two medium-sized 
onions cut in slices. Let the 
onion cook for two or three 
minutes, not long enough to brown 
it, then add the meat and stir un- 
til the meat is seared. Let cook 
slowly for five to 10 minutes or 
until the meat begins to brown, 
then add four cups, or a quart, of 
hot water and one to two table- 
spoons chile powder. This can be 
bought in’ almost any well stocked 
grocery store. The amount used 
depends on the strength of the 
chill powder and on the liking for 
“hot” things. Cover the mixture 
closely and cook very slowly for at 
least an hour. Thicken the gravy 
very slightly with flour mixed with 
a little cold water and add more 
salt if necessary. Taste before 
serving. Serve on tamales or on 
pancakes made from the following 
recipe: 

Pancakes. 

Sift together two cups flour, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one ~ teaspoon 
sugar and four teaspoons baking 
powder. Beat one egg and add 
one and one-half cups milk. Melt 
two tablespoons butter, or use 
cooking oil or olive oil instead. 
Stir the egg and milk into the 
flour mixture, beat until smooth 
and add the fat. The batter 
should be about as thick as thick 
cream. Heat the griddle, grease 
lightly and cook the pancakes, 
making them 4s large as tea sau- 
cers. Pour the-chili con carne over 
them and pass tobasco or any hot 
sauce for those who wish addi- 
tional seasoning. This recipe makes 
about 10 pancakes. 

Fried Onion 

Here is a recipe for fried onion 
rings, the kind that are served 
with steak or chops. Use the large, 
sweet Bermuda or Spanish onions. 
Remove the outer skin and cut the 
onion across in slices a scant 
fourth-inch thick. Separate the 
slices into rings—they will almost 
fall apart as they are cut. Sift 
one cup flour with one-half tea- 
spoon salt, one-half teaspoon sugar 
and one teaspoon baking powder. 
Beat the yolk of one egg until 
light, mix with three-fourths cup 
milk and stir into the flour, mix- 
ing the batter constantly and then 
beating until smooth. Stir in one- 
fourth cup melted butter or three 
tablespoons cooking oil and fold 
in the stiffly beaten egg white. 
Drop the onion rings in the bat- 
ter, lift them out on a fork and 
drop into deep, hot fat. Cook to 
a golden brown, drain on paper 
and serve hot. 

Use any of the oils or fats for 
deep fat frying. Use enough to 
have at least two inches of fat in 
a deep kettle to fry the onions, 
and heat it until it will fry or 
brown a cube of bread in one min- 
ute. Cook the onions a few pieces 
at a time—they will only take 
about one and one-half minutes 
to cook. Drain on paper toweling 
or any absorbent paper. 


JELLIED TOMATO BOUILLON 


Greatly Favored as First Course of 
a Summer Meal. 

While hot bouillon was consider- 
ed the very thing to introduce a 
cold weather meal, jellied tomato 
bouillon is most appropriate for the 
first course of the hot weather 
luncheon or dinner. 

This recipe makes a delicious 
jelled soup. 

Place in a saucepan three cups 
of sliced fresh tomatoes or use 
partially drained canned tomatoes 
and add two slices of onion, two 
stalks ot, celery, four whole cloves, 
half a teaspoon of salt, one tea- 
spoon of sugar, one-quarter of a 
green pepper (freed from seeds), 
one tablespoon of chopped parsley 
and a bay leaf. 

Add a up of water, cover and 
simmer, after the vegetables begin 
te. boil, for 20 minutes. 

Then strain and add four table- 
spoon of gelatin, softened in half a 
cup of cold water. Stir until the 
gelatin is dissolved and pour into 
a bowl, | 


* SEASONAL DESSERT 


Wise Housewives Specialize Serving 
Fruits in Season. 

A very easily prepared summer 
dessert is made by dissolving a 
package of strawberry, or rasp- 
berry, lemon or orange flavored 
gelatine product in the required 
amount of water and then pouring 
it over a quart of sugared straw- 
berries, or two cups fresh raspber- 
ries, or the same amount of fresh 
sliced peaches—any fruit, in fact, 
may be used with the exception ot 
fresh pineapple, for the pineapple 
in a raw state contains an element 
that dissolves gelatine. Therefore 
the mixture would never set. 

Cooking the pineapple kills this 
element, so canned or stewed pine- 
apple may be used with perfect 
safety. It is this same element in

Strain the juice through 
double cheesecloth, reheat and 
serve plain or with a spoonful of 
whipped, salted cream.

PUBLISHED BY THE LEAGUE

GENEVA, July 17.—A _state- 
ment of the present position of 
Belgium's national armaments is 
published by the League of ene 
Secretariat. 

In accordance with the exam- 
ple set by the United States Gov- 
ernment,” says a covering note 
from Paul Hymans, Minister f 
Foreign Affairs, “the Belgian Go 
ernment requests the League Sec- 
retariat to give full publicity to 
the figures communicated by it. 

It reserves the right to furnish 
later any other particulars which 
maybe considered necessary to fa- 
cilitate preparations for a general 
disarmament conference.”

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US. f STUDY NEEDS 
OF VETERANS’ HOSPITAL 


Col. L. H. Tripp Head of Con- 
struction for Bureau to 
Make Survey. 


Means of relieving the acute 
shortage of space in Veterans’ Hos- 
pital, which now can care for less 
than half the Eastern Missouri vet- 
erans designated as requiring hos- 
pital attention, are to be studied by 
Col. L. H. Tripp, national head of 
construction for the Veterans’ Bu- 
reau, Robert J. Callahan, Missouri 
judge advocate of the American 
Legion, announced today. 

The veterans’ administration now 
has $20,000,000 appropriated by 
Congress to relieve such conditions 
throughout the country, and Calla- 
han, acting for more than 200 Le- 
gion posts, has for months urged 
the administration to consider 
stan@ing suggestions of ways to 
improve the situation here. 

Some relief, he pointed out to the 
administration four months ago, 
could be provided by constructing 
an outside building for the kitch- 
en and mess hall, a measure that 
would at the same time free hos- 
pital corridors and rooms of kitch- 
en odors. In the space thus va- 
vated, it is estimated that 100 ad- 
ditional patients could be cared for. 

If it were found more desirable 
to leave the kitchen where it is 
and build an addition of more spe- 
cialized hospital design, he pointed 
out, a suitable location could be 
found on 25 acres adjacent to the 
present grounds. This land is part 
of Jefferson Barracks reservation, 
and its use would require its trans- 
fer by the War Department to the 
veterans’ administration. 

The situation here is aggravated, 
Callahan told the Post-Dispatch, by 
shortages of outside hospital facili- 
ties in St. Louis, especially for cer- 
tain types of patients. Many veter- 
ans, he pointed out, are reaching 
an age that cuts down their resis- 
tance to gas, shell shock and other 
disabilities of overseas origin. He 
cited that the waiting list included 
64 mental cases, besides 22 await- 
ing mental observation. which can- 
not be cared for at home satisfac- 
torily or without some hazard to 
themselves an dtheir families. 

Last winter, when seasonal con- 
ditions increased the difficulty of 
caring for disabled veterans out- 
side, beds were placed in every 
available bit of space at the hos- 
pital to give it an emergency capac- 
ity of 405. The Washington head- 
quarters called for floor plans and 
recently ordered that beds be re- 
duced to the 372 that could be 
properly cared for. 

The order evoked immediate and 
organized protest from the Ameri- 
can Legion, regimental and other 
veterans’ organizations, civic 
groups, Missouri and East Side 
Congressmen. Observers have con- 
sidered it unreasonable to believe, 
however, that the administration 
would choose that as a permanent 
means of relieving overcrowding, in 
the face of the growing waiting list. 
It was considered doubtful that the 
emergency beds would be elimi- 
nated, unless the administration 
had in mind some permanent meas- 
ure ot provide sufficient floor space 
to care for more patients without 
emergency crowding.
